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W eather is supposed to be a com 
mon subject to be avoided as a topic 
of conversation but it seems pardon­ 
able at times if the weather is dis­ 
cussed, especially in Southern Cali­ 
fornia where everyone is concerned. 
Intensity of reaction is largely a 
matter of comparison and each time 
cold weather is mentioned it merely 
convinces me that I am exceptionally 
fortunate to be on the desert where 
cold weather is nothing compared 
to the remembrance of an experience 
in thirty-live degrees below zero with 
a northwest blizzard howling on my 
heels; it was not a case of complain­ 
ing about the chilly weather it was 
a matter of life itself and since that 
experience chilly weather on this des­ 
ert seems to be a child's joke. 
However, much is in the 
point of view for the cool 
weather for me is an opportun­ 
ity to get about the desert, but 
for the citrus grower it becomes 
a serious menace, taking this 
year's toll in fruit loss and pos­ 
sibly many years' toll in the loss 
of citrus trees. Last W ednes­ 
day we left the clear, cool, des­ 
ert morning to journey to Los 
Angeles and the privilege of in­ 
haling gas fumes, but on the 
way we came upon the hang­ 
over of the previous night's 
smudging; in one locality the 
highway construction work was 
being carried on under artificial 
light. I had experienced a lim­ 
ited amount of smudging, but 
nothing such as this. W e stop­ 
ped for a late breakfast and the 
restaurant proprietor explained 
at length that the dinginess and 
dirt was due to smudging. D ur­ 
ing other meals there we had 
been attracted by the cleanliness 
of the place, but now it appear­ 
ed grimy as did the employes. 
The chairs were wiped carefully 
before we sat down, and judging 
from the appearance of the 
cloth, needed the cleaning. 
But why should we complain for 
all this smudging was necessary, to 
the saving of the citrus crop and 
we could put up with a little incon­ 
venience and like it. In fact wc 
lingered to listen to the general con­ 
versation about the citrus crop, car­ 
ried on by the local residents drop­ 
ping in. There was a certain amount 
of humor in the situation as the ir­ 
regularly smudged faces formed 
queer caricatures as their owners

The report includes only 
permits officially issued in incorpor­ 
ated cities, and no comments were 
made regarding Palm Springs, which 
is probably the must lucrative small 
community in which the bank oper­ 
ates. W e realize Palm Springs was 
omittted because no official report 
was available.

“Building permit values in 32 Cali 
forma cities in 1936 totaled $155,' 
814,751, a considerable increase over 
the five previous years. The 1936

1935 and $109,233,466 (234.5%) 
over 1934 
The 1936 total com 
pares with $93,989,344 worth of per­ 
mite in 1933 (includes $44735,356 
for S. F. - G. G. Bridge permits), 
$*7,1 56,709 in 1932 and $113,127,­ 
530 in 1931. 
“Of the 32 reporting cities in 
California, 30 showed building per 
mit gains in 1936 over 1935. All 
cities showed gains in 1936 over 
1934. 
Eleven cities in California 
showed gains exceeding 100% in 
1936 compared with 1935; 25 cities 
showed gains exceeding 50%. The 
cities gaining over 100% were: Ala­ 
meda, 145%, Bakersfield, 114%; El 
Centro, 204.5%; Eureka, 105.5% 
Glendale, 158.6%: Pomona, 113.8%: 
Sacramento, 215.8%; Salinas 189.3 %;

T he grazing sheep problem in Coa­ 
chella has created considerable com ­ 
m ent. 
Civic leaders and business in­ 
te re sts of Coachella Valley are en­ 
deavoring to save the verbenas 
for 
to u rists in the valley to feast their 
eyes upon. 
The 2,000 sheep appear to be of the 
altru istic variety and do not care so] 
m uch about eye-feasting as they care I 
for stom ach-feasting. 
T hey seem 
to 
have an eye for 
beauty 
and 
have 
stro n g tendencies toward a 
v erb en a1 
(diet. 
T he county authorities have 
been 
w restling with the Coachella Valley 
sheep problem for some weeks and 
progress is reported. 
T he sheep, of 
course, are sim ply innocent bystand­ 
ers and do not realize they are sub­ 
jects of controversy which has over­ 
shadow ed the old trouble betw een Ed 
and P rem ier Baldwin of England, so 
far as this locality is concerned. 
T here has been 
no 
intention 
of 
passing the buck, or pulling the wool 
over anybody’s eyes. 
W ritten consent of the ow ner will 
be needed in order to herd or graze 
sheep and cattle on uninclosed land 
in the county, it was decided Monday 
when the board of supervisors includ­ 
ed such a rule in an am ended ordin­ 
ance protecting wildflowers of 
the 
area. 
The am endm ent was passed to con­ 
trol th e herding of sheep in the Coa­ 
chella valley. 
It is a p art of a p re­ 
vious ordinance which protects sev­ 
eral unique wild plants of R iverside 
county. 
V iolation of the regulation is classed j 
as a m isdem eanor. 
H eretofore 
th ej 
only law by w hich the county could j 
regulate herds w as on© 
which 
re-j 
quires out-of-state cattlem en to secure 
a license.

Mr. Agassiz grows to a size of 15 
inches, according to Prof. Edm und C. 
Jaeg er of th e R iverside Ju n io r col­ 
lege, in his book, "D enizens of the 
D esert." 
H e’s found m ostly on the 
flat ground of high, rocky m esas, near 
an abundance of succulent herbs which 
are both his food and w ater supply. 


Should a desert tortoise be found 
now, lie would appear num b and life­ 
less, w ith his head hanging out and 
nothing but heat would stir him from 
his w inter slum ber.

diahs alike. 
It will m ean th at there 
will be regularity and uniform ity in 
construction on the reservation and 
that all sanitation, health, and police 
regulations will he rigidly enforced, 
he said. 
Positively no liquor is per­ 
m itted on the reservation, and when­ 
ever anyone is found with liquor in 
his possession he will be prosecuted 
in th e federal courts and his 
family 
will be forced to vacate the reserva­ 
tion. 
Since Mr. Q uackenbush 
took 
charge here and Joe W ilmas was ap ­ 
pointed Indian officer, 15 liquor cases 
have been tried and m ost of the con­ 
victed violators are serving tim e in 
the penitentiary, and all have receiv­ 
ed a court order n ever to retu rn to 
the reservation. 


Following is the tex t of the "Revoca­ 
ble Perm it" which m ust be secured 
by every ten an t of th e Indian reser­ 
vation, referred to on the first page 
of this new spaper: 


"T he United S tates acting in this 
resp ect through its duly authorized 
superintendent in charge of the Mis­ 
sion Indian Agency herein after called 
the perm lttor, hereby grants perm is­ 
sion to .................................... hereinafter 
called the perm ittee, for tem p o rary 
use and occupancy of the following 
described plot of land within th e Palm 
Springs 
R eservation 
on a 
m onthly 
basis. 
"It is further understood and agreed 
that th is instrum ent is not a lease 
and is not to be taken or construed 
as g ranting any leasehold interest or 
right in or to the’ land or buildings 
herein described, but is m erely a tem ­ 
porary 
perm it, term in ab le and revo­ 


cable in the discretion of the Com m is­ 


sioner of Indian A ffa irs at any tim e. 
"It is further agreed by and be­ 
tween the parties hereto th at the per­ 
m ittee may place im provem ents as 
hereinafter 
described 
on 
the 
land 
covered in this p erm it and remove 
same w ithin thirty days after the ter­ 
m ination of his occupancy, provided 
th at upon failure of th e perm ittee to 
remove the im provem ents w ithin the 
period herein fixed, they shall become 
the property of the Agua C aliente 
Band of Indians; 
provided further, 
that said perm ittee may not attach 
such im provem ents to any im prove­ 
m ents already on the land or to per­ 
m anent im provem ents that may be 
constructed h ereafter by the perm it- 
tor or the Indians, in such a way th at 
the rem oval would in any way dam age 
the im provem ents w hich must be left 
on the land. 
"It is understood and agreed by 
and betw een the parties hereto that 
any and all im provem ents placed upon 
the prem ises no t stipulated in th is per­ 
mit are to rem ain thereon at the ex­ 
piration of the perm it and becom e the 
property of the Agua Caliente Band 
of Indians. 
"The 
perm ittee shall com fnit no 
waste on the prem ises, and he shall 
not perm it any violation of law there­ 
upon; and at the term ination of the 
perm it the perm ittee shall leave the 
prem ises in th e sam e condition they 
were in at the date of the issuance 
of the perm it, excepting ordinary w ear 
and tear, and in a clean and sanitary 
condition. 
P erm ittee must |comply 
with all State sanitary, health and 
housing regulations. 
"The perm ittee agrees that he will 
not use, perm it, or perm it to be used 
any p art of th e prem ises for the m anu­ 
facture. sale, gift, storage or drinking 
of intoxicating liquors or beverages, 
and th a t he will not allow gambling, 
immor ality, or any 
illegal practice 
w hatever on o r upon said prem ises. 
"This perm it shall term in atte upon 
the breach of any of the conditions 
herein, or at the discretion of the 
Com m issioner of Indian Affairs and in 
no event, to extend beyond five years 
from d ate hereof. 
"Paym ent of rent under this con­ 
tract shall be m ade to the Superin­ 
tendent of the M ission Indian Agency, 
R iverside, California, o r to his auth­ 
orized representative. Said rental will 
he deposited in the T reasury of the 
United S tates to th e credit of the 
Agua Caliente Band of Indians en­ 
rolled on the census roll of the Palm 
Springs Indian R eservation.”
